THE COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES. 

The seventeenth annual Commencement exer- 
cises of the University of Chicago were held in 
Farwell Hall yesterday morning, beginning 
shortly after 10 o'clock. The Trustees and 
Faculty of the University occupied seats upon 
the platform, and the graduating class took seats 
in the front row in the auditorium. A large 
audience was present bearing numerous floral 
tributes. The exercises were opened with 
prayer br Dr. Moss, President of the University. 

The first oration was delivered by 

MR. JOMN FREDERICK RIDLON, 
of Boston, on Vatican Degrees, He spoke of the 
controversy initiated by Giadstone’s Expostula- 
tion and the questions raised by itin regard to 
the bearing of the Catholic Church polity on 
civil government. The orator inquired whether 
the extent of the prerogative claimed for Papal 
infallibility was not popularly misunderstood. 
It v at impossible to imagine how chaotic 
would „ ve been the condition of politics in the 
middle ages had not the Papal power exerted a 
control over the jarring elements. The Catholic 
bad not one standard by which to determine his 
moral attitude. and this unity gave a consiste*ice 
and solidity to the Church organization. The 
Protestant Church was filled with diversities of 
opinion and weakening antagonisms. No Pope 
ever would be able to create a conscience for bis 
own ends, and much of the fear of absolutism on 
his part was groundless.

The face of 
Nature is as beautiful, grand, and picturesque 
in this land as in any. Our poets are poets of 
Nature, and our painters also. Beautiful 
scenery is below par here; there is too much of 
it. There is, again, a positive demand for art 
in this country to keep people from gomg to 
destruction, as the inevitable result of the con- 
tumued overstrainiug of both body and mind. 
We are too serious, too anxious. Even our the- 
ology bas too long gioomuly taught us to strain 
every nerve in order at lt to bring our naturally 
duprered eanle ta Heaven BY shunning everv al- 
lurement which a bewitching ease: or nadie 
might offer, instead of teaching us to bring a 
spiritual heaven to our souls by rationally en- 
joyicg, as we ga, the deligut which all things 
rightly used can give. 

After characterizing still further the haste of 
the American people, as shown especially in their 
architecture, Mr. Burt called attention to the 
fact that itis only through the greatest pains 
and most cheerful patience that the artist can 
attain to oxcellence. 

THE PATIENCE OF THE ARTIST. 

“If you paint as you ougbt,” says Ruskin, 
“and study as you ought, depend upon it the 
public will take no notice of you for a long 
while. If you study wrongly and try to draw the 
attention of the public upon you, you will get 
swift reward, but the reward does not come fast 
when it is sought wisely. It is always held 
aloof for s littie while; the right roads of 
early life are very quiet ones, hedged in from 
nearly all help or praise. But the wrong roads 
are noisy,—vociferous everywhere with ali kinds 
of demand upon you for art which is not proper- 
ly art at all; and in the various meetings of mod- 
ern interesis money is to be made in every way; 
but artis to be followed only in one way.” It 
follows, therefore, that any train for art 
which has not art for its sole aim is sv far a fail- 
ure, Illustrations of thi were given in the 
New York School of Design; and others. 

We ought to become impressed with the fact 
that there must be consecutive training for art- 
ists in this country. America, it is said, erects 
more buildings than half, if not more than the 
whole, of Europe, and yet she bas no first-class 
school of architecture. She has no Academy of 
the Fime Arts in genera); she has no museum 
established on a scientific and comprehensive 
scale to educate the bubhie taste. We only have 
painting and music taught in seminaries and 
conservatories, thus becoming fairly popular- 
ized: Our need for echowis of art and training 
in this country is greater than in any other. 
Nr. Burt traced at some length the need of 
introducing to a greater extent 

MUSIC AND PAINTING IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
and said that the great danger which threatens 
art, as well as education, in. this country. is 
mediocrity, and satisfaction with it. The only 
escape from it is intense labor and the applica- 
tion of the discoveries of science. A fine illus- 
tration of this isin the effect which the art of 
photograpby bas had upon painting in this 
country. e said that science and art go for- 
ward together, not with even steps always, nor 
by the same path, but with frequent meetings to 
impart, each to the other, what that other ne 
for further advancement. America is capahle of 
fairly testing this realism. She has nothing to 
fear from it, but, on the eontrary, everything to 
expect. Indeed, the aid of science is absolutely 
demanded.

THE POLICE, BOARD FIGHTING FOR LIFE. 

The fierce black squall that has for some time 
past been hovering over the Board of Police 
vented all its furies yesterday afternoon, and, 
contrary to what appeared most certain, it left 
no corpse in its wake. During the morning the 
City-Hall was thronged with an anxious crowd 
awaiting developments. They were doomed to 
disay»pointment, however, for nothing of inter- 
est took place, and no oné ssemed inciined 
to talk about the impending storm. 
The police beadquarters remained closed 
all the forenoon, Mark Sheridan having suspect- 
ed that his combatants might resort to ejecting 
ing the Board by seizing on their rooms, desks, 
and documents. Consequently he locked up 
shop and rejoiced over the ineffable delights of 
carrying the key to the Police Board in his 
breeches pockets. During Tuesday afternoon 
be had visited the law office of Fuller 4 Smith, 
at 154 Dearborn street, bad engaged them as 
counsel to the Board of Police, aud completed ar- 
rangements for the flliag of a bill applying for 
an injunction, which wae duly filed before Judge 
Booth yesterday morning. Had there been any 
necessity for its issuance at an earlier dato it 
would Dave been done sooner. The bill itself is 
given below.

While this was 
going on Sheridan was standing ov the sidewalk 
at an open window, and, radiantly beaming 
with smiles, was elyly winking at vari- 
ous occupants of the office. Soon he 
came through the hall and approached the Mayor 
very closely, but that functionary was too busily 
engaged in reading the injunction to notice him, 
and be soon withdrew. When he had sgain 
gained the hall-way many of the Aldermen began 
to chaif him aud ask him what his Board intend- 
ed to do about it. He silently pointed to the in- 
junctions in the hands of the Mayor and Ald. 
ixon, andinguired of them if that was not a 
sufficient dese to make a healthy man sick. An 
Alderman ingaired, in a sarcastic manner, what 
business be now intended to follow, seeing that 
his confreres were about to fall back on 
coal-dealing and hat-mannfacturing. Well,” 
said Sheridan, “I hardly know, but I suppose 
I'll have to go back to my old business of killing 
hogs.” The crowd took up the laugh, aud in an 
exceedingly short time the Alderman had van- 
ished, evidently not carfug to be considered a 
hog.

APROPOS OF THE CITY MARSHALSHIP, 

with which it is designed to succeed the Board 
of Police, but two names are mentioned promi- 
neutly—those of Capt. Hickey and Supt. Rehm, 
Ald. Dixon has been understood to be a can- 
didate, but he flatly denies it. Moreover. 
is is asserted on the most rolisbie 
of authorities that Jacob Rehm is the 
forthcoming nomination of the Mayor for the 
position. A clause of the charter of 1872 pro- 
hibits this, as Mr. Rehm is a resident of Lake 
View, but this point will be combatted by the 
assertion that he merely lives in Lake View for 
his bealth, and all the while bas owned a fur- 
nished house and lot in the vicinity of Lincoln 
Park.

REDEMPTION OF GREENBACKS. 

We print a letter from a correspondent giv- 
ing his views on the subject of redeeming 
the greenbacks. He complains that we mis- 
represent those who favor an increase of 
greenbacks. He states the position of this 
class to be: ; 

1. All paper money to be issued by the 
Government. 7 

2. This money to be redeemed in bonds or 
gold, not on demand, but at the pleasure of 
the Government. 3 ‘ 

8. The bonds to bear such interest as to 
give them a gold value, 

4. The issue of paper money to be restrict- 
ed to an amount as will keep it at par with 
the bonds. : 

We confess that in a long experience of the 
covntless plans proposed by all parties we 
never heard of this one suggested by any par- 
ty or person until now. It has never been 
proposed by any political organization, nor 
even by any of the various bodies known as 
Workingmen’s Congsesses or Farmers’ Con- 
ventions. 

Tue Carcaco Trrsunz has more than once 
proposed that the Government should issue a 
gold interest bond into which the currency 
might be funded at the pleasure of the holder. 
Such a bond could not be put on the market 
and sell at par in gold at a less rate of inter- 
est than the current value of money, which is 
now about 5 per cent. Such a bond would 
float the greenbacks to par, or to the value of 
the bond. But the immediate effect of issu- 
ing such a bond would be to gradually ab- 
sorb the whole volume of our currency. To 
got this money out again the Government 
would have to buy in the bonds with gold, 
uud then issue notes which would be as 
quickly refunded in bonds. If the National 
Bank notes were withdrawn and greenbacks 
issued in place of them, we would then add 
over seven hundred millions of dollars to our 
funded debt, and have no currency whatever. 

But our correspondent proposes to remedy 
all this by stipulating that the new currency 
should neither be redeemable in gold nor 
fundable in bonds except at the pleasure of 
the Government. That is, that the notes shall 
be payable not on demand, but at the pleasure 
of the drawer. That is the precise condition 
of the greenbacks at this time. They are 
not redeemable until the Government shall 
provide for their redemption; so long as the 
Government does not provide for the redemp- 
tion, then the currency must remain de- 
preciated. Our correspondent proposes to 


double the amount of the currency, subject 


to such redemption as the Government may 
hereafter provide. That does not change the 
status of the notes. It leaves it exactly 
where it is. Congress may provide at any 
moment for the redemption or funding of 
the greenbacks, but no man who has ever ad- 
vocated their continuance or expansion has 
ever proposed that Congress should do 
anything of the kind. On the contrary, 
they insist that specie payments shall 
‘not be resumed, nor that any means 
be adopted to advance greenbacks to par. 
Their great protest is that if greenbacks 
were worth coin, then the “ debtor class” 
would be ruined. They want more green- 
because greenbacks are not to be re- 
deemed, and are. therefore, cheap money,” 
and the cheaper it is the more readily it can 
be had for speculation, and for the wild 
schemes which exploded in 1873. | 
But our correspondent overlooks the fact 
that greenbacks are now redeemed, not by 
the maker, but by the broker, at their market 
value. That value is not fixed, but varies 
hourly. If they can all be redeemed at 85 
cents, why not at 90, 95, or 100 cents? Tire 
whole amount of greenbacks are exchanged 
into gold, for various purposes, about twice a 
year. This exchange is profitable to the gold 
brokers. If greenbacks were redeemable at 
par in gold, then there would be no occasion 
to exchange them for gold; the gold room 
‘would be closed, and there would be no profit 
in exchanging them. For many purposes the 
notes would be preferred to the gold. All 
motive for exchanging them into gold would 
be removed.

| THE MUNICIPAL MUDDLE. 

The great trouble with the City-Hall crowd 
is that they procured the adoption of the char- 
ter of 1872 for selfish purposes without hav- 
ing the faintest idea of it provisions. They 
thus find themselves checked at every step 
they make in carrying out their designs. 
Whether or not they will continue to ride 
over the charter which they pretend to have 
adopted, and et the same time ignore the old 
charter, thus defying all restraints and all 
law, remains to beseen. The new erdinan*e 
abolishing the Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners having been adopted in defiance 
of the Law Department it now seems prob- 
able that both the objects intended to be at- 
tained thereby will be defeated by the pro- 
visions of the charter of 1872, under which 
the City-Hall crowd profess to act. There is 
no doubt that one of the purposes was to put 
Jaxx Rexam in absolute control of the Police 
Department, but we fail to see how this is 
possible under the provision of the charter 
which we cited yesterday, since Rxux is not 
a-resident in the city nor has been for the 
year immediately preceding the appointment, 
as required by the charter of 1872. If the 
City-Hall crowd recognize any charter, they 
will probably have to fall back on Capt. 
Hickey, who will not be agreeable, it is 
said, to Cotl vm, nor to Reum either. If the 
adoption of the new ordinance blocks out 
Reum altogether, the crowd will be more un- 
happy without the Board than it was with the 
Board. 

Another purpose m passing this ordinance, 
there is reason to believe, was to make a 
place for Ald. Hizprera. The programme is 
to appoint him Fire Marshal. This would be 
a calamity. Brynner, the present Marshal, is 
an honest man, and probably as capable as 
any one who is available,—certainly infinitely 
more capable than Hiprers, who is a ward 
politician and the kind of character who 
~ught to be kept out of 60 re- 
sponsible a position as Fire Marshal. 
There is a chance, however, that 


he may be likewise defeated by a provision | 


of the charter of 1872, which says, in defin- 
ing the qualifications of Aldermen, that no 
person shall be eligible to any office, the 
salary of which is payable out of the City 
Treasury, if, at the time of his appointment, 
he shall be a member of the City Council.” 


This prohibition could be overcome, we pre- 


sume, by Hmonrrn's resignation as Alder- 
man; but he is so chronic an office-holder 
that it is doubtful whether he will give up 
one place merely to run the risk of getting 
another. With his experience with the 
present City-Hall crowd, he probably has not 
much faith in the promises of the Mayor and 
Council. * 

The City-Hall crowd have succeeded in 
getting the affairs of the city in a precious 
muddle, but, from present appearances, they 
have not helped themselves very much. 


THE INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 
The rifle match between the American and 


the Irish teams has resulted in a decisive vic- 


tory for the former, and, in view of the circum- 
stances attending the match, the American 
marksmen, as well as the American people in 
general, are justified in feeling a considera- 
ble degree of pride over the result. Target- 
shooting for many years has been almost as 
much a national sport in Great Britain as 
base-ball in America, especially at short 
range, but of late years the English have 
given a great deal of attention to rifle-shoot- 
ing at long distances, and have studied to 
improve their arms and practice so as to pro- 
duce the most effective and accurate firing at 
the longest possible range, not only among 
their ‘amateurs but also in the army, both 
volunteers and regulars. In their matches 
hitherto, the English have attained to such 
perfection that they have overcome the French, 
the Germans, the Belgians, and even the 
Swiss, who had shown great skill and had 
long been remarkable for their feats with the 
rife in hunting as well as in war. In the 
United Kingdom itself, the Scotch and En- 


glish have met with alternate victories in 


their matches, and the question of superiority 
is not yet settled. With the Irish, however, 
the case is different. They have usually van- 


J quished the English’ of late, and hold the 


champion Wimbledon shield. Seeking for 
new worlds to conquer, the Irish team 
came to this country last year, met a 
hastily-improvised American team, and were 
beaten. At the close of the match they in- 
vited an American team to come to Ireland 
this summer and contest the palm again. 
They haze done so, and our issue of yester- 
day n nded the results. The defeat was 
even more decisive than that of last year, 
and the American riflemen are now the 
champions of the world. 

The contest which has terminated so hap- 
pily has settled not only a question of skill 
and accuracy in firing, but also the efficiency 
of the American weapons in shooting at long 
ranges. The English have always maintained 
that while breech-loaders were efficient for 
rapid firing at short distances, the muzzle- 
loaders were the only reliable guns for exact 
shooting at long ranges. The Americans 
have maintained the opposite, and the result 
shows their correctness. Their marksmen in 
this contest were armed with two kinds of 
breech-loaders,—the Sharpe and the Reming- 
ton,—and both did ‘splendid service. With 
regard to breech-loaders, Gen. Suznmay, in 
his memoirs, Sears important testimony. He 
relates that in one of the battles around At- 
lanta a brigade of Western troops, armed 
with the Sharpe rifle, whipped and 
routed a whole division of Confederates, 
and that after the defeat and the War Hoop 


well established that the Government is now

in its armories, by converting the old Spring- 
field rifles, which were good 
arms in their day, into Remington breech- 
loaders, such as those with which the Ameri- 
can team won its recent victory. 

One of the most pleasant features connect- 
ed with the match was thesincere and whole- 


their representatives. Our marksmen from 
the moment they landed on the shores of Ire- 
land were the recipient of a continuous series 
of festivities. Their route to Dublin was an 
ovation. They have been feted, dined, and 
wined. The only Lord Mayors of the United 
Kingdom, those of London, York, and Dub- 
lin, paid them the compliment of being pres- 
ent at their receptions, and congratulated 
them upon their victory. The populace on 
the streets greeted them with ‘cheers when- 
ever they appeared. All Dublin has floated 
the American flag, and we have no doubt that 
the favorite Irish tipple during their stay 
took the multitudinous American forms, 
from “straights” to the most elaborate 
cocktail: The most amusing display of Irish 
enthusiasm seems to have taken place on the 
target-field itself. The Americans were en- 
couraged by applause, but the unfortunate Irish 
team, as it showed signs of being beaten, re- 
ceived no encouragement whatever. On the 
other hand, as the men shot wilder and wild- 
er, the crowd groaned them vociferously, 
broke in upon the grounds, hustled them 
about, and at last it became necessaryffor the 
police to protect the Irish team against their 
own countrymen. When the match closed, 
the Americans were the heroes of the day, 
and all Dublin turned out to congratulate 
them; while the populace blamed the Irish 
team and the Irish team blamed the popu- 
lace and each other, and probably only await 
the departure of the American victors to get 
up a Kilkenny fight of the grandest and most 
gorgeous description. It is pleasant to notice 
that the American team did not allow their 
heads to be turned or their nerves shaken by 
the compliments showered upon them so 
profusely, and that, in the midst 
of all the confusion and disorder on the 
field, they retained their nerve and fired with 
the utmost composure and accuracy. - It is 
pleasant also to observe that they conducted 
themselves upon all occasions with the mod- 
esty and courtesy of true gentlemen, and re- 
flected honor upon themselves and their 
country. 
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THE MUNICIPAL BOND BUSINESS. 

There is an almost annual uproar in several 
parts of the country, especially in New En- 
gland, at the discovery that some bonds pur. 
porting to be issued by cities, towns,, dis- 
tricts, and counties in the Western {States 
have failed to pay interest, or have b de- 
clared void by the courts, or have otherwise 
proved a bad investment. When any bonds 
put.on the market have any circumstance in 
their history which is of a questionable char- 
acter, they are assiduously advertised in the 
so-called religious papers, where, as a general 
thing, they are editorially commended, and 
people are urged to invest in them. We have 
had occasion repeatedly to point out errors 
and misrepresentations in the advertisements 
of local bonds, particularly where these mis- 
representations have been of a character cal- 
culated to mislead persons into purchasing 
them. We find such an advertisement in a 
New England paper; the bonds are said to 
bear 10 per cent interest; and the interest is 
said to be payable annually July 1 by the 
State Treasurer in New York, at American 
Exchange Bank.” The advertisement then 
proceeds : | 

These bonds are especially strong. They are not 
only a first mortgage of $5 per acre upon 100,000 atres 
of improved farming lands,—the value of which is as- 
sessed at $50 per acre,—but they are madea judg- 
ment tien upon these lands, so that in case of default 
in payment of principal or interest the holder can at 
once, without the interposition of as court, levy an ex- 
ecution upon any portion of the lands and sell to the 


highest bidder for cash to satisfy his claim. The reg- 
istration of these bonds in the State Auditor’s office is 


| guarantee that the State authorities will, by a direct 


levy upon these lands, collect and pay to the bond- 
holder both interest and principal. 

We must say that if any person purchases 
bonds issued in Illinois under an impression 
that the above statements are true, as made, 
he will probably discover his error. The 
State of Illinois levies no taxes upon any 
property to pay any interest or principal of 
any bonds, save those issued by the State. 
This advertisement is a specimen of the in- 
ducements held out to persons to invest their 
money. These particular bonds may be 
good; may be a good and safe investment; 
if so, they need no such fallacious statements 
as are made in the advertisement. It is time 
that there should be some responsibility 
somewhere in such cases. If a man pass a 
counterfeit note, or a forged bill, or a bogus 
bond, he is responsible to the person to whom 
he passed it, and purchasers of bonds and se- 
curities should be protected in the same way 
when they are induced to buy ds under 
printed or written statements of legality and 
security which are not true in fact. 


CUSTOM-HOUSES, HERE AND ELSEWHERE. 

The Cincinnati Gasette is troubled about 
the condition of the Chicago Custom-House. 
So are various other sheets in St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Milwaukee, anfl the rest of our trib- 
utary cities. The Gazptte cannot understand 
how Cincinnati stone ghould turn out so bad- 
ly, but mournfully concludes that it-was on 
account of dishonesty on the part of some- 
body up here. But the gravamen of its 
charges is that the whole project was a job, 
a generous donation Hy Congress toward the 
rebuilding of Chicago, unnecessary, and a 
mere sink for the people's money. The facts 
of the case are that Chicago got along pa- 
tiently until the Fire with a cramped, crowd- 
ed, and confined little Government building, 
the size of one which is now being 
enlarged in New Haven, Conn., a town 
of some 60,000 inhabitants. We did not beg 
Congress for a new building; we put up 
with what we had, despite the fact that it 
was ludicrously disproportioned to the real 
needs of the three great departments, — postal, 
customs, and judicial,—which were packed 
away into its few small rooms. When the 
Fire finished this little structure, a new one 
had to be built, Nobody who has seen the 
remains of. the old Custom-House, and who 
appreciates the amount of work done for and 
by the General Government in this city, can 
fail to the fact that the Chicago of 
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‘brought by the same courier.

THE BLACK HILLS EXPEDITION. 

We are just beginning to get the first ad- 
vices from the latest Black Hills party, which 
will furnish more or less sensation through- 
out the summer. The expedition consists of 
eight companies of the United States army,— 
four companies of the .Third Cavalry, two 
companies of the Second Cavalry, and two 
companies of the Ninth Infantry. It started 
from Fort Laramie, and reached the south- 
west slope of the Black Hills, about latitude 
44 degrees and longitude 104 degrees, June 
8, after some ten days’ easy march, where 
the base of operations was established, under 
the name of Camp Jenney.” From this 
point surveying parties will be sent out over 
the whole Black Hills country, which covers 
an area of 50 miles from east to 
west and 100 miles from north to 
south. The purpose of the expedition 
is to make a thorough scientific exploration 
of the entire section, as a means of determin- 
ing whether it is worth while to proceed with 
the effort to dislodge the Indians and sponge 
out their title. Prof. Jm is the chief of 
the scientific corps, and the soldiers are sent 
out primarily to protect him and his associ- 
ates in the Government service, and incident- 
ally all the other white men who stroll into 
the reservation, from the possible attacks of 
the Indians. There has been no conflict with 
the Indians so far. 

The letter which we printed yesterday from 
our special correspondent accompanying the ex- 
pedition gave an account of the first of the in- 
vestigating-tours made from Camp Jenney. The 
party proceeded a little to the east of north, 
and encamped near the base of Harney's 
Peak. The mosi important discovery that 
was made in this expedition was that of a 
vast forest of pine thnber. The trees are 
described as great pines, towering above the 
sky, and it is thought that they extend over 
the entire ridge which reaches from east to 
west. Our correspor“snt says that 25 or 80 
miles of this dense forest was traversed, and 
that it was only broken by occasional parks 
or valleys and little mountain streams. The 
trees are from 1 to 3 feet in diameter, 
and the forests may in the end prove to be of 
greater value to that northern country than 
all the gold that shall ever be discovered 
there. The forest is about midway between 
the present Pacific Railroad and the projected 
line of the Northern Pacific, and equally ac- 
cessible from the vast, treeless wastes of 
Montana, Dakota, and Wyoming. When the 
time comes in future to demand the occupa- 
tion of that country, this forest may con- 
tribute indispensable aid to its growth and 
habitation. 

In addition to the advices sent us by our own 
correspondent, we have seen a private letter, 
written by Lieut. J. H. Coan, an army officer 
with the expedition, dated Jume 16, and 
The writer 
reports that about twenty men (the corre- 
spondents speak of 100) were found scattered 
about among the hills, digging for gold, and 
that they were not interfered with by the 
military. Speaking of the gold, the Lieuten- 
ant says: I have seen it panned out in 
small quantities, but I cannot say how much 
it will yield to the pan. The miners who are 
working say they can pan out $5 per day, and 
when they can get sluice-boxes they assert 
that they can make $20 to $50a day.” This, 
of course, is mere guess-work, and to be 
taken with much allowance in view of Prof. 
Ixxxxr's opinion that the character of the 
streams will not permit of sluice-boxes. The 
array officer writes further: ‘‘I have tried 
to get a little gold myself, but the work is so 
hard that I have come to the conclusion 
Uncle Sam is a better gold mine than I can 
find here.” We fear that the majority of 
those who go to the Black Hills to make their 
fortunes will be forced to the same conclusion 
alter much expense, fatigue, hardship, and 
soreness of heart. 

There is nothing in any of the advices we 
can get which warrants the course adopted by 
certain newspapers that give the most glow- 
ing accounts of the new Eldorado, and excite 
the avidity of all the venturesome and un- 
employed classes throughout the country. 
Such accoun mainly in the inter- 
est .of those © are engaged in 
fitting out expeditions, and they will 
bring back more curses than blessings 
upon those who are responsible for them. 
It will be time enough to encourage a rush 
of emigration to the Black Hills when the 
Indians shall have been dislodged and the 
scientific men shall have reported the exist- 
ence of gold in sufficient quantities to pay a 
crowd for its mining. Even then the Black 
Hills will differ from almost every other gold- 
mining region if every dollar mined does not 
cost two, and if the success of one man is not 
over-balanced by the failure of ten men. I 
have seen some pretty fair specimens of 
gold,” writes the same army officer from 
whose private letter we have already quoted, 
but it is all in the most minute grains; 
there have not as yet any nuggets been 
found.”

Eells, of Cleveland, and, if the stockholders and 
counties iu arrears would pay up, the road would 
be completed by Jan. 1, 1876.

The shipping 
movement was less brisk than bad been anticipated, 
and it became known'that some lots which were sup- 
posed t have been taken for shipment were not 
wanted for that purpose.

A great share of 
the business done was in settling contracts, and 
e of the month made 
the ete more active than they otherwise would 
have be(/n, as a good many June contracts had to be 
filled (el pecially in corn), and not à few for July re- 
mained ſo be “placed” by the parties who are liable to 
receive {he property to-day, There was, however, 3 
moderat) activity in shipping circles, freight room 
being taken for nearly 490,000 bu wheat, besides a 
light movement in corn and oafs, Several operators 
professed to think that the adjournment over Satur- 
day and Monday would tend to weaken prices, 

Dry goods to a fair aggregate were distributed to the 
local and country trade at substantially the prices 
current at the beginning of the week. The grocery 
trade was reasonable active so far as the staple lines 
were concerned, but side goods were dealt in rather 
sparingly, The price changes were confined to an e 
reduction in sugars, Coffees remain firm, despite the 
continued absence of any activity in the demand. 
Rice, spices, soaps and teas were unchanged, In the 
butter and cheese markets there were no changes 
calling for special mention, Domestic dried fruits 
were dull and weak, with apples, blackberries, and 
raspberries selling lower. Imported varieties were 
fairly active and steady. Fish were without further 
change im values, In the coal, wood, bagging, and 
leather markets the changes were unimportant. Oils 
were about steady, and were in moderate demand. 

Lumber was fairly active at the yards, but rather 
slow at the docks, The receipts were light, but the sup- 
ply on sale was ample. Drugs and chemicals were 
steady, the only change being a decline in opium and 
urphiue, Trade i light, but up to expectations, 
Wool is moving more freely at the ruling prices, and 
stocks in some instances are getting very low; however 
the receipts are increasing daily, though many grow- 
ecs and interior dealers are still disposed to hold their 
property, beheving it will bring better prices later 
in the season. Broom-corn sold fairly in 4 re 
tall way at quotations, The late reports are not 
so promising toa large and early crop as the earlier 
ones, and the fact tends to make holders more confi- 
dent of their ability to sell out before new corn will 
be in market. Hops and hides were dull and weak, 
particularly the former. Hay was unchanged, The 
seed market was almost lifeless. A few small orders 
were placed, but the season is virtually oyer, and the 
movement is chiefly in store lots.

Tbe difficulty and expense Of obtaining ab- 
stracts of titles to lande in Cook County has 
more than once been thd subject of much dis- 
cussion in the Board of County Commissioners. 
The fire of 1871 destroyed the works from which 
abstracts could be made, and nothing remained 
to show titles with the exception of the books 
belonging to two or threp private parties, Those 
individuals all at once found themselves in pos- 
session of information to which they attached an 
enormous value, and which they doled out to the 
public only at very larg prices.. Persons inter- 
ested in the purchase and sale of real estate 
were at their meroy, and the charges they were 
compelled to pay were accordingly high. The 
County Board, wishing to relieve the public from 
this vexatious expense, made an effort to pur- 
chase these records. The owners held them at 
the modest rate of $800,000. The action of the 
Board and the amount of discussion the matter 
provoked is probably well remembered. The 
price was thought much wind great, and the 
county eventually refused to bu 

Since then the abstract queeuon has not been 
one of great promine in the transactions of 
the Board. It occasionally reappes red at the beck 
of some Commissioner more nearly related to. 
real estate transactions than the others, but as 
there seemed no remedy it was allowed to re- 
main most of the time in obscurity. A few 
months ago, however, it was brought up in 

A NEW #HAPE. 

It was accompanied with the suggestion that 
the Recorder of Deeds be ivetriicted to com pile 
a full set of abstracts which would, at least, give 
the history of all Cook County land back to the 
time of the fire. Ad the four years that 
have passed since that event have somewhat set- 
tied real-estate matters. and as now the ante-fire 
history of land is not so often inquired into, 
such a set of books, it was thought, would have 
a great value, aud rehee people from the bur- 
densome charges asked at the abstract offices. 
Tue abstracts cau be made up from the Recor- 
der’s records, thougut it involves a great deal of 
labor. By adding to the information con- 
tained in them the proceedings of the courts 
having reference to] real-estate transactions, 
wills, judgments, tax-sales, etc., a very com- 
plete set of abstract books could be compiled, 
The proposition was urged in the Board and 
met with no small amount of favor. It was

Company is com- 
posed of Henry Jones, a man now ia the employ 
of Handy, Simmoas & Co., who has experience 
in abstract work, and | one Spaulding, a former 
Board of Trade operator. Jones is popes | the 
practical man of the firm, though it is said’ bis 
knowledge of the abstract business is not pro- 
digious. However, from his connection with the 
firm above mentioned he is looked upon by the 
others as the individual upon whom most of the 
work will fallin the event of their getting the 
contract. The bid of those parties is 
LARGELY IN EXCESS 

of what the work will actually cost, and if fair 
competition is allowed tue Board will receive 


several smaller ones. A prominent real estate | 


man, if he sees that it is not a settled thing to 
throw the work into the bands of these parties, 
will put in a vid of $50,000, and 
his character is such that no one will 
doubt that he would honestly and faithfully ful- 
fill the contract if itis awarded him. But the in- 
dications are that this bid, alleged to come from 
Farweil, is the favorite by long odds, and that 
it will secure the contract.

If the Board does its duty i in this matter there 
is no doubt but the contract can be let for at 
least $50,000, and that to parties of experience 
and responsibility. 

It is but fair, however, to state that Mr. Ship- 
man states that if he gets the contract he wil! 
faithfully perform the work. He contemplates, 
in the event of his being the successful bidder, 
to engage a large force of experts and * 1 them 
on the work night and Gay until May 1. 1876, by 
which time he promises, to have the work written 
up to daie. 

In view of the fact that these rumors are 
afloat, it would be well for the County Board to 
go slow in thie matter, toawait other and lower 
bids, and to.call upon the Recorder to see for 
what he can do the work. af in his hands it can 
be done for $15,000 lesg than Shipman’s offer, 
then it is their duty to secure the difference for 
the county, and not let it go to aid outside par- 
ties who have no special qualifications for per- 
forming the work. A K. bid will doubtless 
be put in to-day, and tile action of the Count 
Commissioners concer#ing it will be watch 
with interest. ;

MARY CONDON. 
TESTIMONY BEFORE [HE CORONER'S JURY. 

An inquest on the body of Mary Condon was 
rday morning at the Union Street Sta- 
roner Dietzsch and a jury properly 
„ * 
witness was 
| J. W. BURKHARDT, 
who testified as follows 

Am a cigar maker; live at No. 15 South Hal- 
sted street; about 7 yesterday morning heard 
screaming in next yard ; went to the window in 
pear of my house; saw deceased coming out of 
pack door of Condon’s house; heard a pistol- 
shot, and saw the woman at once fall down ; the 
sot came from the inside of Condon's 
hotse ; soon after this heard two 
more pistol-ehote; then went over to 
assist the woman; saw blood coming from 
ber nose and mouth; afterwards assisted the 
officer to carry the woman to ber bed inside the 
house; did not sée who snot the woman; did 
not see when Condon shot himself; when we 
took the woman in she was not dead, bat was 


unable to speak. 
JUSTICE BCULLY 


was then sworn, and testified that he made an 
ante-mortem examination of Condon, and that 
Dr. Henrotin wrote aown the substance of it. 

DR. HENROTIN * 
was then sworn, and testified that he took down 
the statement made by Condon to Justice Scully 
on Tuesday. It was as follows: 

John Condon, sworn: With the knowledge that he 
is in danger of death, and being warned by Justice 
Scully not to criminate himself, makes the following 
ante-mortem statement: 

My is 55; have been twenty-five years in Amer- 
ica, and a couple of months in Chicago; was married 
by a Squire on the South Side. The woman came to 
er because she kept company and went with 
other men 

Q.—Did you see her in company with other men? 
1 I did not see her in bed. The man Lewis Smith 
was coming to the house, I told her to tell him to 
stay away. Another day when he was there I told him 
to Stay away. He said, “I treated you decent,” and I 
said I wanted him or no other man there. He went. 
She told him when he went to come back when he 
{told her he would cause trouble. She 
said anything to him he would blow 

the head off me. His brother and himself 
myself were there together Saturday week, In the 
evening she called him into the back room. His 
brother and I staid in the front room. Last night he 
came and said George wanted to speak to somebody. 
My wife and daughter went to speak to George. After 
an hour 1 thought it was time to go to bed and 
saw them together between the two houses, After

MARY CONDON. 
TESTIMONY BEFORE THE CORONER'S JURY. 

An inquest on the body of Mary Condon was 
held yesterday morning at the Union Street Sta- 
tion by Coroner Dietzsch and a jury properly 
empaneled. 

The first witness was 

J. W. BURKHARDT, 
who testified as follows: 5 

Am a cigar maker; live at No. 18 South Hal- 
sted street ; about 7 yesterday morning heard 
screaming in next yard; went to the window in 
pear of my house ; saw deceased coming out of 
pack door of Condon’s house; heard a pistol- 
shot, and saw the woman at once fall down ; the 
shot came from the inside of Condon's 
howse ; soon after this heard two 
more pistol-shote; then went over to 
assist the woman; saw blood coming from 
ber nose and mouth; afterwards assisted the 
officer to carry the woman to her bed inside the 
house; did not see who sbot the woman; did 


not see when Condon shot himself; when we.
